IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please amend claim 1 as follows: 

1 . (currently amended) A method of casting elongated prestressed concrete products, 
comprising: 

positioning a clamshell-type mold form, including two hinged mold halves, onto a 
first prestressing element pretensioning fixture; 

closing the mold halves together over a set of prestressing elements pretensioned in 
the pretensioning fixture, to form a mold cavity with said prestressing elements extending 
therealong; 

dispensing concrete slurry into the mold cavity; 

permitting said concrete slurry to cure, to thereby form a concrete casting; 

opening the mold halves and removing the mold form from the casting and the 
pretensioning fixture, after the casting has a^-partially cured, said casting remaining on said 
pretensioning fixture, and said pretensioning fixture remaining stationary, during said removing of 
the mold form; 

permitting said casting to continue to cure on said pretensioning fixture after removal 
of the mold form, at least to such point that engagement of the concrete with the pretensioned 
prestressing elements will prevent movement of the prestressing elements within the concrete; and 

thereafter releasing said prestressing elements from said pretensioning fixture. 

2. (original) A method according to claim 1, wherein after said removing of the mold 
form, the mold form is repositioned on a second pretensioning fixture where a further casting 
operation can be carried out while said casting continues to cure on the first pretensioning fixture. 
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
